ay. Only a lew pieces, however, were 
eceived there, most of them being 
ent to the white house, where the serv- 
co was to take place 


Mr; <Jre"b<im. broken in spirit, ex- 
austedbyher long vigils and over- 
ome with grief, was in such a nervous 
tate that her daughter and son pre- 
ailed upon her not to undertake the 
rying ordeal of attending the services 
t the white house. At 8:30 o'clock, 
lerefore, the doors were all closed and 
ie stricken family were left alone with 
ieir dead. For almost thirty minutes 
ley remained, taking their last leave. 
At 9 o'clock the doors to the room 
'here the remains lay were opened 
nd the family retired to the rear 
partments.
